Frederick (1) de Veaux, having provided each of his sons with large farms, 
Daniel at Fordham and Abel at New Rochelle, spent his last years among his 
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shildren, and died in New Rochelle in 1743 at the venerable age of about 98 years 
and was interred on the farm of his son Abel. Joseph resided in New York City 
where he died in 1764, and Frederick, the eldest son, under a deed dated June 13, 
1/21, succeeded +o the paternal estate at DeVoe s Point.

‘We, Abel de Veaux whose tirth year is given as about 1688 in the deVeaux 
yenealugy and in an old Schureman family Bitle as 1692, was probably torn 4 
Morrisania, where his parents then resided. Although 1+ is not clear just how 
early Abel removed to New Rochelle, the Town Records show that he was overseer of 
Highways there in 1/13. [In 1/18 his father purchased 200 acres there from his 
daughier Leah. widow of Peter Gendron and, later, another tract of 100 acres. The 
Town Records of 1’21 reveal the facts that Abel in 1/21 was Assessor, Colle ‘or 
23, a freeholder in 1724, Assessor 172/, 1748, 1749. July 31, 1728 he received 
transfer of land at New Rochelle from his father in which he was cailed "yeoman" 
[fn 1742 his father died bequeathing to Abel 100 acres, conditioned upon his paying 
-ertain sums +o other heirs. It is known by old Bible records that Abel married a 
maiden named "Magdalene". Col. Thomas F. de Voe stated that her surname was 
Hunt. Unquestionably her name was "Magdalene". At this point the writer differs 
with she Colonel for several reasons and has, over a period of years. delved in 
source material of many sorts attempting to prove the truth. A diligent search 
of Hunt family records reveals no "Magdalene" of that period, although John Borart 
Schureman (grandfather of the writer) had a sister Magdalene Schureman, who 
married William Soulice Hunt (of the New Rochelle Soulice and Hunt families) who 
was for many years a New York City architect and builder.
